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SCHOOL REPORT 


HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


The six-year high school opened for the fall term, September 
5, with a total enrollment of 123. The present number of pupils 
In regular attendance by classes is as follows: Seventh year, 22; 
eighth year, 23; freshman, 31; sophomore, 28; junior, 8; senior, 
14. The high school.curriculum ig divided into three courses of 
study. The enrollment for these courses is: College, 16; general, 
29; commercial, 16. 

Due to the improvements on the building, it is now possible to 
use one period of 40 minutes each day for directed study. The 
school has benefited greatly by the improvement of sanitary con- 
ditions and it is hoped these improvements may be completed by 
the installation of a heating system and proper laboratory facilities. 

Although it is necessary to curtail our extra classroom activi- 
ties considerably, it has been possible to provide some form of 
activity for each student. arly in the fall the recreational sport 
of softball was offered to the girls. A great deal of interest has 
been shown in basketball, although the teams were composed of 
students new to the sport. Fifteen boys remained on the basket- 
ball squad for the entire season, most of whom saw some service in 
one or more league games. The girls’ squad was composed of 
14 girls. 

Dramatics has been included in our program and we feel that 
we have been successful in this field. Thus far we have presented 
a senior play and a school revue. The purpose of the revue was 
to enable a large number of pupils to participate in dramatic work 
under professional direction. 
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This year we have revived the custom of issuing a school publica- 
tion. The work on this year’s Riverside is progressing rapidly. 
By use of the mimeograph it will be possible for the pupils, with 
the aid of a faculty adviser, to accomplish the entire project them- 
selves. 

The University of Maine reports that our position in the last 
Scholarship Contest was slightly higher than the previous year. 
Winterport High School placed third in the last contest. 

Six of our graduates of the past two years are now attending 
institutions of higher education. We have two post graduates. 

On November 9 Visitors’ Night was held in observance of 
National Education Week. Regular classes were held in the eve- 
ning and a large number of parents and friends were present. I 
hereby extend a cordial invitation to all who are interested in the 
progress of the high school to visit us frequently. 

I wish to express my appreciation to my faculty, the School 
Board, and to Superintendent Nickerson for their support and 
cooperation which have made possible another successful school 
year.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Lo the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Winter- 
port: 


In accordance with the laws of Maine relating to public schools, 
it is my duty to submit a report of the condition and progress of 
the schools for the year ending February 1, 1934. 


It is my intention to make this report as brief as possible, em- 
phasizing only the outstanding events of the year. The report 
includes the usual detailed statement of the receipts and expendi- 
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tures in the several accounts, the budget estimate for the coming 
year, the condition of the school buildings and other items of 
interest. 

The teaching staff has remained the same as last year with the 
exception of the employment of Mrs. Margaret. Smith as teacher 
of the Fisher School. The teachers have had experience in their 
positions and are familiar with the work required. They have 
shown a very codperative and commendable attitude while working 
under difficulties in temporary quarters and in the face of irregu- 
lar salary payments. 

The total enrollment for the year is 325, with 244 registered in 
the elementary grades and 81 in the regular four-year high school. 
A comparison of the enrollment over a ten-year period shows that 
almost without exception there has been an annual increase. 

The regular school schedule has been somewhat interrupted by 
the severe winter weather and the difficult travel conditions. It 
is interesting to note in this connection that the majority of schools 
in the state were closed during this period. It was considered best 
by those in charge to close schools when the attendance was cer- 
tain to be small and make the time up later when all could be 
present. 

As to finances, all school accounts have kept well within their 
resources, and a balance of $144.00 exists in the combined ac- 
counts. This has necessitated strict economy in all lines during 
the year. Reductions were made in teachers’ salaries and all 
other possible savings were made. 

The village buildings have been greatly improved during the 
year. The sewer at the high school was constructed and repairs 
made on the building to enable installation of sanitary toilet facil- 
ities. In order to provide sufficient space for the toilets it was 
necessary to excavate the ledge beneath the building. This was 
done at a small cost and will also provide adequate space for a 
heating system. The addition of a section 12 x 20 ft. at the rear 
of the building provides an entrance to the basement, a science 
laboratory on the second floor and additional space for equipment. 
These changes contribute to a better arrangement for classes. The 
new work was left unpainted owing to lack of funds and should be 
painted this year. 
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The work done thus far on the Upper Village building has been 
done entirely under a Civil Works Administration Project with 
no cost to the town. This will provide, when completed, a splendid 
six-room building that conforms to standards and regulations. 
The citizens of Winterport should feel grateful to the Civil Works 
Administration officials who have made this work possible. All] 
that has been done was greatly needed and thereby saves the town 
the burden of expense. 

An application has been made to the Public Works Administra- 
tion for a loan to install heating systems in both buildings. If 
this is secured the town will have two schoolhouses in excellent 
condition and of which the citizens may be justly proud. 

The budget recommendations for the coming year are approxi- 
mately the same as ‘appropriated a year ago. The recommenda- 
tions have been made by your School Committee after careful 
survey of the needs for the coming year. A comparison of expendi- 
tures and appropriations of towns of Maine of the same size as 
Winterport shows that Winterport supports a very moderate 
school program. The 1930 census figures show that there are 
twelve towns in Maine with a population of 1,400 to 1,500. Of 
these twelve towns, Winterport ranks tenth in the support’ of 
schools. Taking school census as a basis of comparison, the fig- 
ures show that Winterport ranks twenty-third among twenty-six 
towns of approximately the same census. On the basis of total 
enrollment, a similar comparison shows that Winterport ranks 
thirteenth among fourteen towns of approximately same enroll- 
ment. 

In accordance with an act of the last Legislature, the Governor 
was instructed to appoint a Commission to make a survey of the 
condition of schools in Maine. The Commission has been ap- 
pointed and is at work on the survey. They have selected for 
study ten typical towns which have high expenditures, ten towns 
which have medium expenditures, and ten towns whose expendi- 


tures are low. Winterport is one of the towns included in the low 
expenditure group. 
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There have been many news items recently relative to Federal 
aid for education, but I am advised that thus far no funds are 
available for such aid and no plan has been devised that would be 
of assistance to Maine schools.

GENTLEMEN :—TIn accordance with your request, I have audited 
the accounts of the selectmen, treasurer and collector of Town of 
Winterport for the year ending February 1, 1935, and submit 
the following statements relative to the financial transactions and 
financial standing of the town as of that date. | 

As will be seen by the comparative balance sheet, the town “as 
again increased its surplus this year and the amount e outstanding 
warrants has been reduced considerably. The notes payable have 
also been reduced during the year, and altogether this leaves the 
town in a much better financial condition than in prior years. 

I would recommend that some action be taken on the matter of 
the old assets designated as “Uncollected Taxes Prior to 1930,” 
“Tax Notes Prior to 1930,” and “Tax Deeds Prior to 1930,” as 
their value is questionable. It will be seen that even though these 
accounts are written off, the town will still have a net surplus. 

I also would recommend that steps be taken to borrow sufficient 
money on long term bonds or notes to pay all warrants outstand- 
ing and to set aside the amounts due the trust funds left with the 
town. I believe that this could be done without increasing your 
annual appropriation for reduction of town obligations. This 
would result in no increase in the town’s intebeoat oe as it would 
merely change the obligations from outstanding warrants and 
amounts due trust funds to notes or bonds payable, and these 
could be reduced each year through the town appropriation. 

The accounts of Collector Littlefield are in excellent condition 
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and show real effort on his part during the past year. 

The accounts of L. A. Shaw, treasurer, are also correctly re- 
corded and all cash is correctly accounted for and the balanee due 
the town is on deposit at the Merchants National Bank, Bangor. 

As usual, the accounts of the selectmen as recorded by E. O. 
Shaw, chairman, are in exceptionally neat and orderly condition, 
and the following statements reflect his excellent management of 
the finances of the town for the past year.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL 


The following is the report of the high school for the year 
1934-35 : 


Winterport High School began its 35th year of service on 
September 4th with an enrollment of 103 pupils. At present there 
are 106 pupils in regular attendance. 

Several changes have been made during the past school year 
which have been a decided improvement to the school curriculum. 
The removal of the seventh grade to the uptown building has made 
it possible to increase the regular class periods to forty-five min- 
utes. Our schedule now conforms to the recommendations of the 
State Department of Education. It has also been possible to offer 
a course in economics. This is a valuable addition to our course of 
study, and a large number of pupils have availed themselves of 
the opportunity to study this popular subject. A definite period 
each day is now devoted to calisthenics. 

‘The town is indeed fortunate to have had many needed repairs 
done on the high school building. The interior of the building 
has been recently cleaned and painted. A laboratory room has 
been finished and equipped, and improvements have been made in 
the basement to permit the installation of a new heating system. 

Last fall the entire school yard was graded and a driveway was 
made, connecting Parsonage Street with the main highway. 

In an attempt to supplement the regular classroom studies, 
opportunities have been provided for each pupil to participate in 
one or more of the extra-curricular activities, which include 
dramatics, public speaking, glee club, assembly programs and 
various branches of athletics. Motion pictures and lectures on 
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subjects of educational value have been enjoyed by the student 
body at frequent intervals. 

Although it is not yet possible to offer adequate musical train- 
ing, the school has been exceedingly fortunate in having the serv- 
ices of Mr. Carleton Young, who has given freely of his time to 
supervise the development of an orchestra. A large number of 
pupils are interested in this activity and all are grateful to Mr. 
Young for his efforts. : 

The pupils of the school, under the direction of the faculty, 
produced two publications: “The Owl,” which is put out each 
month, and “The Riverside,” which is issued once each year. Both 
of these publications have a wide circulation and many pupils 
receive valuable training in producing them. 

The Student Council, which is composed of representatives of 
the various classes, and whose officers are appointed by the school, 
plays an important part in student government and sponsors all 
school activities. This organization is commended highly for the 
manner in which it has conducted school affairs. 

I feel that this has been a profitable year for Winterport High 
School, and that with the continuation of the spirit and coopera- 
tion which marked the establishment of the school in 1899, it will 
continue to impYove and to serve adequately the needs of the citi- 
zens of the town.. 

A great deal of credit for the success of the school year is due 
to Superintendent Nickerson and the School Committee, who have 
cooperated at all times to maintain a high standard of school 
service.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Lo the School Committee and Citizens of Winterport: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress of the 
schools and a statement of the financial standing of the various 
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accounts for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1935. 

The past year has been a very eventful one with several impor- 
tant changes in the organization of the schools and a truly remark- 
able improvement in the condition of the school buildings. On the 
whole the school buildings were probably never in as good condi- 
tion as at the present time. 

The consolidation program has been completed with the closing 
of the Fisher and Ellingwood’s Corner schools. The schools are 
now consolidated as far as desirable and feasible, and represent 
the ideal organization for a town of this size. The school at 
White’s Corner has a good enrollment and should be continued. 
The transportation facilities furnished have been of the best type 
and have functioned remarkably well considering the weather and 
travel conditions. The elementary schools are now organized with 
one grade per teacher and much better results are being accom- 
plished than heretofore. The new plan will make possible depart- 
mental work whereby a teacher can teach those subjects in which 
she is best qualified. A beginning has been made with depart- 
mental instruction in penmanship. It is hoped to begin a SYS- 
tematic teaching of music during the remainder of the year or 
certainly during the coming year. 

The remodeling and enlarging of the upper village building 
that was underway when last year’s report was made has been 
completed. The prediction made at that time that the Town of 
Winterport would have a grade school to be proud of has been 
fulfilled. The heating arrangements are provided for and will be 
completed in due time. 

The building program also included the construction of a sewer 
to the Penobscot River via Washington Street and the installation 
of sanitary plumbing fixtures. Beneficial as it is to have such a 
school building it is also very gratifying considering present finan- 
cial conditions to know that the entire work has been accomplished 
with no additional expense or appropriation by the town other 
than that regularly made for ordinary repair items. The school 
oflicials were assisted in this work by State Commissioner of Edu- 
cation Mr. Bertram E. Packard, who kindly set aside the sum of 
$500 from the Special Equalization Fund for this project. 
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The past year has been a difficult one in the management of the 
schools owing to the unprecedented cold weather and the hard- 
ships and inconveniences incident to maintaining schools in tem- 
porary quarters. It has also been found necessary to close school 
twice on account of epidemics of scarlet fever and measles. How- 
ever, we fully expect to complete the year and accomplish the 
desired results. 

The school officials have had the codperation and assistance of 
several organizations and many individuals and wish to express 
their thanks to all who have assisted in any way. We are partic- 
ularly indebted to the American Legion for the use of their rooms 
for the Primary School; to the Ladies’ Auxiliary for providing 
funds for lighting fixtures for two classrooms; to the Trustees of 
the Methodist Church for the use of the Vestry for the Inter- 
mediate School; and to the Parent-Teacher Association for con- 
tributing of their funds for materials and equipment and assisting’ 
in numerous ways. 

The enrollment has increased considerably over a year ago, and 
it was found necessary at the opening of the fall term to employ 
an additional teacher. A part of the increase was attributable to 
the families living in town who had employment at Mount Waldo, 
but there was also a substantial increase in the enrollment of those 
regularly living in town. The additions to the teaching staff 
include Mr. Sumner Clark, Principal of the Grade School, and 
Miss Maxine Edmonds at the Martin School. 

During the present year particular attention is being given to 
the teaching of reading. Reading is the most important of the 
common school subjects. The ability to read well and with com- 
prehension is fundamental and necessary for success in other 
school subjects. There are particular methods and procedures for 
the teaching of reading that secure the best results. Your teachers 
are well informed on these methods and are obtaining very good 
results in this subject. 

Much emphasis is also being given to the teachers’ daily pro- 
gram in conformity with recommendations of the State Depart- 
ment of Education. The daily programs are so arranged that the 
teacher may have longer periods and a reasonable amount of time 
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for each subject without sacrificing the individual needs of the 
pupils or the subject matter presented. 


~ Two of the elementary teachers, Miss Marshall and Mrs. Smith, 
have had the advantage of a six weeks’ course at Eastern State 
Normal School, which was made possible by a teacher exchange 
program that was inaugurated by that school this year. 


The school accounts have been expended prudently and great 
care has been taken that no overdrafts should occur. This has been 
a real effort as there have been many opportunities and demands 
for increased funds. The school officials have often been forced to 
refuse requests for additional services due to lack of funds. The 
item of fuel alone increased over one-third the usual amount. 


The matter of conveyance for high school pupils is one worthy 
of some consideration at the present time. It has been the policy 
of the Committee to provide conveyance when it could be done 
without any great additional expense. However, it will not be 
possible to continue this plan for the coming year unless provision 
is made by an appropriation for this purpose. For the coming 
year, according to present enrollment, there will be over fifty 
pupils requiring such conveyance. The sum recommended by the 
Committee is on the basis of twenty-five cents per pupil per week. 
Also there are some sections not served by regular bus routes and 
the parents of these pupils feel that they are entitled to equal 
privileges. The matter is referred to the town by the Committee 
and their future policy will be governed by your decision. 


The regular budget recommendations aré the same as those of 
a year ago, although the distribution between the accounts has 
been slightly changed. These recommendations are very conserva- 
tive and will necessitate strict economy. |

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby request- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town of 
Winterport, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
in Union Hall in said town on Monday, March 18, 1935 at 
10 o’clock A. M. to act on the following articles, to wit:
